He also mentioned that he had opposed WWII, and had been jailed five or six times for 
his political activities. “People are pessimistic about the wor!d’s chances for survival-after 
seeing the fantastic barbarism of WWII, I figured that we ouly had a couple of years left 
I'm still pessimistic, but I have hope in the world’s youth. :’ve traveled in Europe, Asia 
and most major countries and I really see a phenomenon that Rozack calls the 
‘counter-culture,””’ lra beamed 

“We really have to come together as a people. That means that we have to organize. The 
Institute for Non-Violence is already developing on 4 super-national (a term he coined 
meaning to eliminate boundaries) scale. To create the kind of world we need, we have to 
make radical changes. ‘Radical’s a good word. because it is a mathematical term meaning 
to go to the roots,’ and violence doesn’t go to the roots of anything 

“The kind of world we want to live in 1s so radical that we won't have leaders-not even 
good leaders, like Gandhi or Martin Luther King. We have to take the responsibility for 
being our own leaders, rather than having another parent figure telling us what to do 
That means that we have to grow up, which we haven't yet. We have to fearn to be

“However, the predictions that people make about the world’s impending destruction 
don’t take into account the fact that there will be change. They base their predictions on 
the assumptions that things will remain the same as they are now.” 

“Right now, most of us live in fear-fear of the other guy, and fear of death We could 
have the freest society in the world, but we are afraid, we are prisoners for life-prisoners 
of our own fear. Most of us are so afraid of death that we die beforehand, so we can save 
ourselves from the experience of dying 

“I don’t mean this as poetry or metaphysics, but I just came back from visiting David 
(Joan’s husband) and four other draft-resisters in prison, and those guys are really free. 
They simply have no fear, and they are freer than most people | know 

“Pear is the prison bars that imprisons people, and that’s what has to Be melted. That is 
the greatest obstacle, socially and individually. Being in love is the solvent for fear.” - 

The Institute for Non-Violence (P.O. Box 1001, Palo Alto) is now financed by grants 
from peace foundations and also from the general public. However, for the first couple of 
years of its existence, it was entirely supported by Joan’s money It has a staff of about 
twenty people, who conduct seminars during school vacations Seminars are normally

Asked his opinion of the Weathermen, Sandpear! replied, “| disagree with them because 
they would tell me, ‘just a little more suffering and everything will be all right,’ To Hell 
with that! I’ve had enough suffering, and enough violence.” 

On Women’s Liberation, he replied, “I agree with 98 percent of what they say, but if we 
make one more cleavage between us as human beings, it’s not useful.

Economic Opportunity reversal

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Uffice of Economic 
Opportunity reversed itself today and rescinded its 
highly criticized plans to revise the administration of 
the legal services program for the poor. 

In a statement, the antipoverty agency said it had 
decided to rescind the procedures issued Nov. 14 that 
would have shifted authority over the program from 
lawyers to regiona! administrators. 

The issuance of the new guidelines, which the 
OEO called “decentralization” and its critics named 
“regionalization,” set off barbed responses, especially 
from the poverty lawyers in the program. 

The controversy over control of the program 
began earlier this fall with word that the agency was 
thinking about regionalizing the legal aid program 
The plan would have shifted policy funding and 
hiring powers from lawyer-administrators to regional 
officials 


FRESNO (AP) - The Fresno State College La Raza 
studies program, which was cancelled last fall because 


the college said it could not hire a “qualified” 
faculty, will be re-instated in full for the spring 
semester, President Norman A. Baxter announced 
today

Mastering the Draft

No C.O. should let himself become a political eunuch. The law does 
not call for such emasculation. Nevertheless, some C.O.’s feel compelled 
to hide their politics from the draft board. Although this inhibition 
may seem tactically bound, it is alien to the legal requirements for 
exemption 


The chief requirement (explained in this column a few weeks ago) is 
still “religious training and belief.’ The Selective Service Act requires 
the a C.O.’s opposition to war in any form must exist “by reason of 
religious training and belief." According to the Act, “religious training 
and belief’ does not include “essentially political, sociological, or 
philosophical views or a merely personal moral code." Recently, the 
Supreme Court drew a clear line between “religious training and belief”

In fact, the Court recognized only two groups of registrants who

First come 


registrants whose beliefs are not deeply held. These beliefs (upon which 
the conscientious objection is based) may be moral or ethical or 
religious in nature, but they must be deeply held with the strength of 
traditional religious conviction. Otherwise the beliefs do not function as 


a@ religion within the registrant's own scheme of Absngs, and his boasd

The second group of exchuded registrants are those “whose objection 
to war does not rest at all upon moral, ethical, or religious principle but 
instead rests solely upon considerations of policy, pragmatism, or 
expediency.’ emphasis addedO’ The Court’s key words here are “‘at all” 
and “‘solely’’; together they minimize enormously the exclusion that 
Congress enacted. There will rarely, if ever, be a C.O. whose objection 
does not rest 
so-called moral, ethical, or religious beliefs. Such a man would be a

Instead, Dr. Tarr instructed the boards: “A registrant who is eligible fo: 
conscientious objection on the basis of moral, ethical, or religious 
beliefs is not excluded from the exemption simply because those beliefs 
may influence his views concerning the nation’s domestic or foreign 
policies. Actually the Court was concerned with exactly the opposite 
situation: namely, the degree to which the registrant's pragmatic views 
can influence his ultimate beliefs. This latter problem was solved by

hidden from draft boards. Therefore, it is once again up to you to bring 
the supreme law of the land to your local “friends and neighbors.”

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Judgment by peers 
vs impartial hearing 


More concerning Clark Taylor's situation. It was reported in the local 
press and the State Hornet that acting Academic Vice-President 
Norman Roth has been appointed the hearing officer for the Taylor 
trial under the new grievance procedures passed earlier this semester by 
the Board of Trustees 


Normally, the grievance procedures call for a legally trained attorney 
to be appointed hearing officer in matters such as this which fall out of 
the jurisdiction of the administrative hearing office or the residence 
counselor. There is a provision though in the procedures that allows the 
president of the college to channel any case into whatever hearing panel 
he wishes. Possibly this is the explanation for Dr. Bernard Hyink’s 
appointment of Roth to handle the case. Or could it be that the 
Trustees have tailed to totiow through with their plans of hiring 
attorneys for the hearing officer post? 


Whatever be the case, there are certain draw backs to having Taylor's 
case heard by a person connected with the college in another capacity 
other than as a hearing officer. There also are certain drawbacks to 
having an attorney hear the case. We are inclined to believe though that 
an impartial hearing by an outside attorney would give Taylor the fair 
trial he deserves. 


The central reason for our preference is that Sacramento State College 

has a lot at stake in this hearing. To protect Taylor from a biased 

hearing the college should force the Chancellor to, int an attorney
